RUSSIANS ATTACKING , 
\/ON MOLDAVIAN FRONT. 


But They Seem to Be Mak- 
ing Little Headway--Heavy 
Fighting in Cerna River 
Region of Serbia, With 
Gains Claimed for Allies. 


New York, December 11.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press From European Cables of | 
the Day.)—The Hungarian and German 
troops fighting on the center of the line 
in Rumania have emerged from the 
swamp lands of the Jalomitza river and 
made a crossing of the stream near 
Recenau, about midway between Bu- 
charest and tiie important railroad 
junction town of Buzeu. 

Before the invaders and Buzeu now 
lie about 35 miles of plains, with no 
more rivers to cross until the Buzeu 
itself is reached. Despite heavy rains 
and soggy ground the forces of the 
Teutonic allies all ‘along the front in 
Rumania continue to make progress. 
The Rumanian attacks which had held 
the invaders in the Ploechti region, now 
have been broken, according to Berlin. 
Several thousand additional Rumanians 
have been made prisoner. 

In the fighting in the eastern Car- 
pathians and along the Moldavian front 
all the Russian attacks have been re- 
pulsed, says the Berlin war office. 


HEAVY FIGHTING. 
ON CERNA RIVER. 


Considerable heavy fighting’ has 
again taken place in the Cerna river 
rezion of Serbia. Both the Berlin and 
Rulgarian war offices report the re- 
pulse of strong entente allied attacks 
in this sector, Berlin asserting that the 
French and Serbians suffered sangui- 
nary losses. However, an advance of sev- 
eral hundred yards against the Teu- 
tonic allies west of Suhodol, northeast 
of Monastir, is reported by the Serbian 
general staff, while the French offi- 
cial communication records the push- 
ing forward of the entente: Ime ahout 
860 meters near Viaklar. 

Artillery actions and ‘small engage- 
ments continue on the western front in 
Franee and Belgium and also in the 
Austro-Italian theater. Quiet prevails 
in Russia and Galicta. 


TEUTONS DRIVEN 
_ SOME DISTANCE 
BY RUMANIANS 


London, December 11.—The_ stand 
made by the retreating Rumanian army 
east of the Ploechti in eastern Walla- 
chia. resulted in the driving back of 
the Teutonic forces a distance of sev- 
eral kilometers, according to a Pe- 
trugrad dispatch relayed in a wireless 
message from Rome today. 

In the Rumanian attack two hostile 
squadrons are said to have been anni- 


hilated.

Petrograd, December 11.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—After being pressed back by 
the Teutonic \forces on the front east 
of Ploechti, the Rumanians made an 
attack yesterday and regained their 
positions, the war office announced 
today. 

The announcement follows: 

“On Saturday evening the enemy 
pressed back the Rumanians along the 
Ploeschti-Mizii high road. The next 
morning the Rumanians by a counter 
attack restored the position. The bat- 
tle is still proceeding. 

“In Dobrudja and on the Danube, 
reciprocal ae under way.” 

‘In the reg of the Kirlibaba 
(north of the northwestern Moldavian 
frontier) the enemy, about a compuny 
strong, took the offensive, but was 
beaten back by our fire to his trenches, 

“in the region of the village of Vale- 
putna and in the valley of the River 
Trotus (Moldavian frontier) the ene- 
my offered stubborn resistance, meet- 
ing our advance with a violent fire 
and counter attacks which, however, 


were not successful. ) 

“In the mountains along the whole 
trout a deep snowfall and considerable 
frost are greatly hampering  opera- 
tions.”

TRANSPORT SUMNER 
GROUNDS IN A FOG 


U. S. Ship With Civilians 
and Soldiers Aboard Is 
Ashore Off Barnegat. 
Vessels Go to Aid. 


New Yerk, December 11.—The United 
Statesa¢ransport Suninér, bound” from 
Colond#f: New York, was aground in 
a hea fog off Barnegat, N. J., to- 
night, according to a wireless message 
received here. The Sumner sent an 
“S$ ©. 8.” call for assistance and several 
steamships in the vicinity responded. 

The Sumner sailed from Colon on De- 
cember 4. She carried passengers, mails 
and merchandise and is a vessel of 
3,458 tons gross. She is commanded by 
Capfain Webber. 

The coast guard cutter Mohawk and 
the steamers City of Montgomery and 
Themistocles were first to answer the 
transport’s call for assistance. The 
steamers City of Columbus, Lampasas 
and El Cid followed soon afterward. A 
wireless message from the City of Co- 
lumbus said she was steaming with all 
possible speed to the Sumner. 

A wireless message received from the 
Sumner at midnight said that she ap- 
parently was “pretty well up on the 
beach.”’ 

A later message received from the 
Sumner said she was resting “easily” 
on the sand and that the sea was light. 

The coast guard cutter Seneca re- 
ported that she had picked up the 
“S. O. 8S.” call and had gone to the Sum- 
ner’s assistance. 

Colonel John M. Carson, Jr., of the 
quartermaster’s corps here, in charge 
of the army transport service, said the 
Sumner had on board @ number of sol- 
diers and civilian passengers, but the 
exact number he did not know. 


RUMANIANS DESTROY 
GREAT OIL FIELDS 


London, December 11.—The Times 
correspondent at Rumanian headquar- 
ters, writing under date of December 3, 
confirms earlier, though less precise, 
reports that the Rumanians have taken 
measures to prevent the central powers 
from utilizing the oil wells in the cap- 
tured territory. The correspondent 
writes: 

“During the last week all wells, re- 
finerie ks and other installations 
in the Prahova valley have been de- 
stroyed in a way which renders the 
production of oil in this rich petrolifer- 
ous region impossible. Great depots 
of benzine were burned. At Moren! 
the most ifmportant oll field in Ruma- 
nia, from the point of view of produc- 
tion, the destruction was complete.”

Decision of Federal Court in 

Jim Smith Case Reversed 
by U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 


FEDERAL JURISDICTION 
LIMITED, SAYS DECISION 


New Bills in Equity Will 
Be Filed in Oglethorpe 
County as Result, Asserts 
J. R. Bedgood. 


New Orleans, December i11.—The 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
in session here, today reversed, an or- 
der of the United States district court 
of the southern district of Georgia in 
the case of Mrs. M. S. Jennings et al. 
against Zadock Smith et al, amd ren- 
dered a decision which sent the case 
back to the Georgia state courts.. The 
case, which is said to involve the 
division of several million dollars, is a 
contest for the estate of the late James 
M. Smith, of Oglethorpe county, Geor- 
gia, who died intestate and without 
apparent heirs, December 15, 1915. 


An appeal was taken to the federal 
court of appeals from a temporary or- 
der of) the United meng Pesaran court 
of Georgia, restraining the administra- 
tion from changing the status of the 
estate, except to collect and preserve 
assets. 

In. the decision handed down here 
today it was held that the jurisdiction 
of a federal district court in the pro- 
bation of estates is limited and the or- 
der of the lower federal court in this 
case was in error. 


The action of the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals in reversing the 
order of the lower court will result in 
the filing of new bills in equity in the 
superior court of Oglethorpe county by 
the petitioners in the former case, The 
matter, according to J. R. Bedgood, at- 
torney of Atlanta, who filed interven- 
tion in the case of Mrs. Jennings and 
others vs. Zadock Smith, will come be- 
fore Judge John 8S. Hodges, of Hart- 
well, who will succeed present Judge 
Joe N. Worley.

Mrs. Hines, according to the police, 
hurried to the auto parked in the front 
of the Horine Fourteenth street resi- 
dence, and placing herself in it, re- 
fused to leave the auto, claiming that 
it was hers. 

Mr. Horine finally warned her that 
he would drive her to Florida with him, 
the police say, and upon his driving off, 
Mrs. Hines finally gave up the car.

STATE ROAD LEASE 
MAY RUN 47 YEARS 


The Western and Atlantic railroad 
commission is seeking to consummate a 


new lease for the Western and Atlantic 
railroad which shall run for a term of 
forty-seven years, according to a report 
current Monday. 

From the commission, however, came 


denial of this report. The commission 
has yet reached no decision concerning 
the proposals which it has for several] 
days had before it affecting the future 
of the state’s road. 

Will Meet Again. 

After being in session al! of Monday 
morning the commission adjourned 
Monday afternoon at 1 o’clock. It will 
meet again and take up further the 
consideration of a new lease and other 
phases of the Western and Atlantic 
situation. 

The lease of the road for a term of 
forty-seven years, such as the commis- 
sion is said to have in mind, would ex- 
pire simultaneously with the lease upon 
the. old Cincinnati Southern railroad, 
under its present lease known as the 
Cincinnai New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific railroad. Such a simultaneous 
expiration of leases, it Is pointed out, 
would place both the Western and At- 
lantic and the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific in a very advan- 
tageous position for consummating new 
leases. 

The Cincinnati road is 
of the city of Cincinnati. It runs from 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga, where, 
connecting with the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, it would form a trunk 
line from the Ohioriverand the middle 
west to the southéast. In the original 
construction of these two lines it was 
contemplated that they should co- 
operate in some such fashion 4s to be- 
come mutual feeders and to help keep 
down the rates from the west to the 
south, and vice versa. 

Graat Right-of-way. 

Upon an understanding of this sort 
the state of Georgia granted to tne 
Cincinnati road the use of some six 
miles of the right-of-way of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad into the city 
of Chattanooga. Both roads, however, 
were later leased to different lessees 
instead of being operated by their own- 
| ers, and this co-operative scheme failed 
ito materialize. 
|} It is pointed out now, though, that by 

placing both of these lines back in the 

; control of their owners at the same 
‘time they would be in position to form 
;}@ co-operative agreement under the 
| separate or joint operation of their pe- 
spective owners and thus bring into be- 
| ing another powerful trunk line into 
' this territory. 

Or, on the other hand, if their owners 
desired to lease the roads again, the 
foregoing situation would place them in 
a commanding position in making terms

RADICAL SOLUTION 
OF GREEK PROBLEM 
SOUGHT BY ALLIES 


British Foreign Office Is- 
sues Statement That Allies 
Are Conferring About the 
Measures to Be Taken. 


REVOLT AGAINST KING

Reported That Wireless 
Messages From Constanti- 
nople to Berlin Have Been 
Intercepted — Allied Na- 
tionals Leave Athens. 


London, December 11.—The foreign 
office today stated that the Briti'sh 
government was consulting with Great 
Britain’s allies in an effort to reach a 
very radical solution of the Greek 
problem. 

The latest reports from Athens say 
that the note of the entente govern- 
ments to Greece undoubtedly will be 
presented tomorrow. The note will be 
short, in the nature of a preliminary 
to a second note, which will contain 
more detailed demand. 

It is indicated that the demands on 
Greece may require complete demobili- 
zation of the army, restoration of con- 
trol by the entente over the posts, tele- 
graph's and railways, and the release of 
the imprisoned Venizeliste. 

Advices from the British minister in- 
dicate that conditions are more calm. 
Large numbers of allied nationalge con- 
tinue to léave Athens. 

REVOLUTION REPORTED 
IN CYCLADES ISLANDS. 

London, December 11.—Telegrams to- 
day from Athens say a revolution has 
broken out in the Cyclades, a group of 
Greek islands in the Aegean sé8. 

The Greek battleship Hydra, which is 
under the control of the allies, has in- 
tercepted, the Greek advices say, wire- 
less messages from King Constantine 


addressed to Berlin. ' 

All the Greek communities in Egypt, 
it is added, have renounced their allegi- 
ance to King Constantine. 

KING CONSTANTINE 
CALLED A TRAITOR. 

Paris, December 11.—A dispatch to 
La IAberte from Canea, Crete, says the 
inhabitants of the city held a largely 
attended meeting and passed a resolu- 
tion declaring the dethronement of 
King Constantine and denouncing him 
as a traitor to his country for having 
turned the armp of Greece against the 
sons of the liberators of the nation 
and the guarantors of its independénce. 
The monarch also was denounced for 
having, it was declared, diplomatically 
tried to impose a policy contrary to 
the traditions, interests and inspira- 
tions of Greece. 

The troops present, the dispatch adds, 
tore the crowns from their uniforms 
and sang patriotic hymns. 


FREE DENTAL WORK 
FOR POOR CHILDREN 


Committee Is Appointed by 

Atlanta Society of Dental 
Surgeons to Take Up De- 
tails of the Plan. 


Plans for the establishment in At- 
lanta of a free dental clinic for the 
poor children -of Atlant# were discussed 
at a special meeting of the Atlanta 
Society of Dental Surgeons last night 
at the Carnegie library, and the s0o- 
ciety went on record as approving and 
fostering? this work. A committee 
headed by Dr. Delos Hill, was appoint- 
ed to consider details and make the 
necessary arrangements. 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the.scciety by a request of 
the board of education that some ac- 
tion. be taken. For a number of years 
the dentists have ‘been anxious to fur- 
ther this work, but plans have never 
been agreed upon. 

Two Plans Considered. 

While the details have not been set- 
tled, it is known that one of two plans 
will be adopted, both being freely dis- 
cussed last night. One is to ask every 
ethical dentist in Atlanta to devote two 
hours of his time each week to the 
free treatment of worthy poor children 
in his own office. The second is for 
the establishment in some central lo- 
cation of an office at which some den- 
tist will be stationed who will work 
four hours a day for six days of the 


week. 

If the plans-of each doctor giving 
two hours service is adopted, then the 
children will get the services of va- 
rious dentists for a total of from i120 to 
140 hours a week, since it is estimated 
that some sixty or seventy dentists will 
do their part. 

If the plan of having the work done 
at some central place is decided upon, 
then there will be a total of 24 hours a 
week given, and the dentist who does 
this work .will be paid by the other 
dentists for all or a part of his work. 
In other words, according to present 
plans each member of the society is 
asked io give either time or money. 

At the meeting last night Dr. W. N. 
Adkins, who has been active itn this 
movement, and who is the medical in- 
spector for the schools, was one of the 
principal speakers, setting forth the 
urgent need of such a service for the 
little ones. Addresses wére also made 
by a number of members of the so- 
ciety.

HOLLANDERS BEG = 


AMERICAN PEOPLE 


From the.“Ghastly Suffer- 
ing” Inflicted by Germany 
in Carrying Out Her Or- 
ders for Deportation. 


AGONIZING SCENES 
ENACTED IN BELGIUM 


Appeal Says “This Hellish 
Scourge” Is Not to Be 
Borne and United States Is 
Urged to Head Neutral 
Nations in Forcing Ger- 
many to Stop. 


Berlin, December 11.—(Via London.) 
The secretary for foreign affairs, Dr. 
Alferd Zimmermann, today handed to 
the secreary of the American embassy, 
Joseph C. Grew, the German reply to 
the American representations on the 
Belgian deportations. It takes the 
form of a memorandum explaining the 
German attitude and the reasons which 
actuated Germany in the removal from 
Belgium. 

HOLLANDERS APPEAL ' 
FOR THE BELGIANS. 

London, December 11.—The Asso- 
ciated Press has received from Amster- 
dam an “appeal to the American peo- 
ple” on behalf of the Belgians, by the 
Holland section of the league of neu- 
tral states. The appeal is signed bv 
President Niemeyer and Secretaries 
Delafaille and Walch. It follows: 

“Your president has said that sooner 
or later 4 moment would come when 
the war would make the position of 
néutral nation’s unbearable. For ns 
Hollanders that moment has arrived; 
not through our own sufferings, but 
because we cannot longer passively 
contemplate the ghastly suffering in- 
flicted by Germany upon Belgium, our 
neighbor. 

“Modern Slave Dealing.” 

“The eloquent protests of the Bel- 
gian government and of the higher 
clergy have acquainted you with the 
facts. A glance at the section of The 
Hague regulations of 1907, which deals 
with the law of war on land, will 
make it obvious to you that the sole 
reason why the prohibition of this 
modern slave dealing wa's not included 
was because no delegate imagined it 
could ever be necessary. 

“Indeed, one must turn to the history 
of the early ages of long past centuries 
before international law existed to find 
& parallel to the enslaving of the Bel- 
gians. The Hague regulations stipulate 
that the ‘honor and rights of the fam- 
ily must be respected,’ but the German 
government deliberately drags the Re|l- 
gian families apart. To us this cruelty 
is more vivid every day. Every day 
numbers of fugitives, in spite of the 
deadly electric wire which the Germans 
have erected along the frontier, succeed 
in escaping to The Netherlands. From 
them we learn the painful details of the 
unutterable despair of the women and 
children who are left behind and of the 
agonizing scenes which take place when 
husbands, brothers and sons dragged 
from their homes and women folk are 
packed into cattle and freight cars and 
thus transported slaves to an unknown 
destination and to an unknown fate. 

“This Hellish Scourge.” 

“To put an end to this—to arrest this 
hellish scourge, which at this moment 
lacerates the whole of northern France 
and western Russia—there is but one 
way open, and that is collective action 
on the part of the neutral nations. 

“And for you, citizens of the 
mightiest of the neutral states, it is, in 
our opinion, the right and duty to take 
the leadership upon you. Only if you 
place yourselves at our head can any 
success crown our efforts. This tyranny 
is not to be borne in patience, and the 
neutral nations car. no longer stand idly 
by while in western Europe the most 
primitive laws of humanity, observed 
even by uncivilized races, are trampled 
under foot. 


“We appeal to you to urge your govV- 
ernment to energetic and decisive ac- 
tion, and to call upon the other neutra} 
nations to rally around you. That they

Washington, December 11.—Informa-

Britain has been asked, could be sent 
to Berlin. 

Germany Has Admitted. 

In response to inquiries, Germany has 
admitted the torpedoing without warn- 
ing of both the Marina and Arabia, 
stating that her submarine command- 
ers took them for transports, and ask- 
ing the United States to furnish any 
evidence it might have to the contrary. 
In the ease of the Arabia, Great Britain 
has been requested to furnish official 
data to establish whether the Peninsu- 
lar and Oriental liner was in govern- 
ment service, although all information 
now at hand indicates that when sent 
down she was passing through the 
Mediterranean on ae regular 
with passengers and freight. 

As to the Marina, officials 
the case a's complete.

The public, too, has some right of con- 
sideration in respect to the passenger and 
freight terminal facilities of this road. In 
the conference the other day between the 
Atlanta committee and the commission, 
Chairman Candler made the -remarkable 
statement that if the Western and Atlantic 
railroad had not been the property of the 
state the railroad commission would long 
since have required it to provide better and 
more adequate terminal facilities for the ac- 
commodation of the public. 

The statement was both astonishing and 
significant. It means Atlanta has the double 
interest of city betterment and improved 
terminal facilities in the Plaza plan. 

Atlanta’s proposal: is the one plan that 
will provide new and adequate terminal fa- 
cilities for the state road. It will give it 
passenger conditions the equal of those of 
any railroad entering the city and provide 
it with freight yards which will answer 
every purpose for many years to come. It is 
the one way for Atlanta to get the facilities 
which the chairman of the railroad commis- 
sion says it should have, and which the com- 
mission itself would have ordered but for the 
fact that the road its the property of the 
state. : 

There is every reason, therefore, why all 
Atlanta, municipal government and individ- 
ual citizens alike, should get squarely back 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce in this 
important undertaking. Whatever is to be 
done must be done now. It is the only op- 
portunity, and uhless Atlanta seizes and 
holds it, the chance is gone for a full half 
century to come. 


LOOKING TO THE LIGHT. 


Although it is now admitted that the 
British naval policy has resulted in a most 
unsatisfactory state of affairs at home, due 
to the new and aggressive German subma- 
rine menace, through which thousands of 
tons of food for England have been, and are 
being, diverted to Germany; and because 
of this unchecked activity of enemy sub- 
“marines high home authority sees for the 
eountry “a position of unparalleled gravity,” 
British optimism as to the outcome of the 
war is still in evidence. 

Correspondents at the Allied

say that this is the real spirit of the people, 
| though the press has time and again warned 
| them against over-confidence. 


Coupled with this is the optimism of 
France, who “knows where she stands,” and 
where the people never lose heart. 

They are all looking to the light. 

This optimism on the part of England 
finds expression in “Thé Last Book of Won- 
der,” by Lord Dunsany, who glimpses light 
in the war-shadows. The author says: 

Just now the civilization of vureee 
seems almost to have ceased, and notn- 
ing seems to grow in her torn -flelds 
but death, yet this is only for a while 
and dreams will come back again and 
bloom as of old, all the more radiantly 
for this terrible plowing, as the flowers 
will bloom again where the trenches 
are and the primroses shelter in shell 
holes for m&ny seasons, when weeping 
Liberty has come home to Flanders. 

To some in America this may seem 
an unnecessary and wasteful quarrel, 
as other people’s quarrels often are; 
but it comes to a that though we are 
all killed there will be songs again, but 
i we were to submit and so survive 
there could be neither songs nor dreams 
nor any joyous free things any more. 

That seems to be*the national feeling, 
and therein lies the answer to all present 
peace proposals. 

As to the time of rehabilitation, when 
Europe takes stock of the wreck of things, 
another English writer says that while re- 
covery will be slow, extending over a long 
period of years, it will not be long before 
cordial trade relations will be re-established 
between the now belligerent countries, not- 
withstanding what has been threatened by 
England as td a commercial boycott of Ger- 
many after the war. : 

For the very reason of the commercial 
havoc of the war they will have to “get 
down to business” with each other before 
the war-wounds are healed. 

But when “songs and dreams come back 
again” they will not be the songs and 
dreams of old; the desolation will be too 
deep for that. : 

The .future will restore many things, and 
it is well for a people when they can look 
to it with hope and heart; but for all its 
light, the shadow of the great war will be 


over all for generations to come.

TOYS TO TEACH WAR. 


The little children of Paris play at war 
in the streets; they have toy guns and mimic 
forts and trenches; toy Red Cross ambu- 
lances, and all that may remind them of the 
fight their fathers are making for France; 
and The Boston Globe notes that apparently 
the British mother is bringing up her boy 
to be a soldier: 


“Conspicuous among the Christmas 
tovs advertised in London are a sand- 
bag fort ($2.37 or $5.37), a toy Lee- 
Metford rifle to fire caps ($1.47), an anti- 
aircraft gun with wooden shells (97 
cents), a naval gun ($1.47), and a big 
Dick machine gun which fires 36 bullets 
at one loading and is operated simply by 
turning the crank handle by which the 
vate of fire can be regulated ($3.75). 

It is pleasant pastime to the children, as 
“playing war” has ever been, but they are 
Christmas toys that speak a purpose—the 
training of the child-mind in warlike ways. 

Still, it is one of the natural results of 
a war which has taken such fearful toll 
of the youth of nations. 

It is said that in England boys who should 
still be in school have gone to the trenches. 

So playing at war is the brightest side 
of it, and helps the children to learn ‘“‘the 


game!” 


AT THE CORN-SHUCKING. 


Barns that hold the plenty of the year 
are in the Georgia settlements where people 
“live at home” and the fields afford fine 
corn-shucking times! 

With reference to this old neighborly 
festival, celebrating joytime in Georgia, The 
Commerce (Ga.) News expresses regret that 
there are no “corn-songs,” as of yore, to 
negro banjo accompaniment, and presents 
this picture of a recent corn-shucking in a 
nearby town: 


Mr. T. I. Harber, of Arp, gave an old- 
time corn-shucking a few nights ago. It 
was old-time in some respects, and in 
others it was quite modérn. It was old- 
time in that there was plenty of corn to 
shuck. People who shuck corn nowadays 
shuck just like they used to ge6huck. 
There’s no new method known to shuck 
corn. Then, too, it was old-time in that 
the good supper followed, consisting of 
turnips and turnip salad, cabbage and 
fresh pork and potato custards and 

. chicken pie and lots of good hot coffee. 
These carry us back-to our boyhood days. 
Some of the old-time features, however, 
have been eliminated. There were no 
negro corn songs as of yore, and no 
spirits to keep the spirits of the shucker 
at high tide.

ON WHOLESALE SCALE 


For/!the purpose of buying white paper 
and job supplies in wholesale lots for the 
weekly newspapers of the state Franc Man- 
gum, editor of The Forest-Blade, of Swains- 
boro, has inaugurated a campaign to or- 
ganize the publishers of weekly newspapers 
in Georgia into twelve associations, one in 
each of the congressional districts. 

Mr. Mangum is an active member of the 
Weekly Press association and his sugges- 
tion has already gained considerable headway 
and the organizations will pr6bably be per- 
fected before February l.

With Stories of East African Life

S. Rainsford, of New #§ £=York, 
hunter, explorer, author and prominent 
minister, held in rapt attention a select au- 
dience of Atlanta men and women which 
taxed the capacity of the assembly room of 
the Georgian Terrace | hotel while he de- 
scribed, with the aid of slides, and

‘expatiated upon the wonders of East Africa 


and that regions’ people, among and with 
whom he had hunted big game and labored 
for more than two years. “Two Years in 
the Land of the Lion” was the subject of the 
doctor’s illustrated lecture; and it is doubt- 
ful if an Atlanta audience ever enjoyed the 
privilege of listening to a man capable of 
handling such a subject more skillfully and 
more entertainingly. 

Dr. Rainsford devoted the “lion’s share” of 
his lecture, not to the lion, but to the black 
peoples in the land of the lion, and he un- 
equivocally declared himself their friend. 
And, incidentally, he attacked the mod- 
modern idea of missionary work among 
them as it is viewed by the dverage church 


organizations in the civilized lands—the Unit- 


ed States foremost among them—sending 
missionaries to work among the uncivilized 
tribes, and at the instructions given such 
missionaries to guide them. 

“It is the worst possitle mistake,” said Dr. 
Rainsford, “to send missionaries among those 
people for the purpose at once to convert 
them to Christianity and to teach them in a 
literary way. What those people need, and 
what they are extraordinarily adept in ac- 


quiring, is knowledge of manual work. They 
are fine people, for the most part—fine spec- 
imens of manhood and womanhood, and with 
a lot of goodness about them. They want to 
learn, and they are intelligent. it is sur- 
prising how quickly they master manual arts 
when given a chance; but they have not 
reached the stage ,of mental development 
where they are ready for literary training. 
“Our missionaries are quick to find that 
out once they get among those peoples, and 
they should be sent there, not to teach the 


natives our religion and to read and write, | 


but should be given absolute freedom to do 
for them, with them and by them, as they find 
the needs at first-hand study.” 

The country, judging from Dr. Rainsford’s 
description and pictures, is one of wonder- 
ful scenery and wonderful productiveness— 
both floral and faunal—and Dr. Rainsford 
gave a wonderful account of it. He also 
secured photographs during his two or more 
years there which rival, if not in some in- 
stances excel, those taken by the Rainey 
exploration-hunting party. 

In his lecture last night Dr. Rainsford 
indulged but sparingly in personal. remi- 
niscence and accounts of his own “hair- 
breadth escapes,’ and deeds of heroism in 
his numerous personal conflicts with the 
beasts of the jungle, stream and plateau were 
conspicuous by their absence. 


His lecture was for the benefit of the At- 
lanta Child’s home, his services being donated 
at the request of the ladies in charge of 
the home. Dr. Rainsford was formerly rector 
of St. George’s Episcopal church.

Carelessly Washed 
Soda Glasses and Spoons 
May Spread Disease 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of the 


state prison commission, left Monday night 
for Washington, D. C., where he will con- 
fer with the federal authorities with a view 
to getting roadwork with federal aid started 
in Georgia as early as possible. 

The principal detail of business which he 
has with the United States secretary of agri- 
culture upon this trip is to lay before him 
the Georgia commission's estimate of the 
cost of convfct labor, and to ask the fed- 
eral official to accept this as part of Geor- 
gia’s share in meeting the federal appropria- 
tion for the construction of public roads in 
this state. 

Judge Patterson will also lay before the 
federal authorities maps and other details 
of the plans for the construction of highways 
in Georgia which have previously been out- 
lined. 


Suggests Removal of Grady 
Statue to Capitol Grounds 


Editor Constitution: While we are consid- 
ering the improvement of “Smoky Row,”’ 
called the Western and Atlantic railroad ter- 
minal, would it not be well to consider the 
improvement of the downtown streets, which 
are the automobile terminals? 

If it is too expensive to condemn downtown 
properties, so as to widenthe gtreets, we may 
remove all the obstructions on them. For 
instance, suppose the city secure the co-op- 
eration of the state, and move the statue of 
Henry Grady from where it is, and place it 
in the capitol grounds, on the corner oppo- 
site the Baptist church. 

This, to my mind, would be proper; it 
would represent Georgia as being first in 
war and first in peace—Gordon opposite the 
fire department and Henry Grady opposite 
the Baptist church; thus placing the symbols 
in opposition. 

Henry Grady is just as much the property 
of the state as is General Gordon. Henry 
Grady stands for the nation, and he deserves 
a place in the statue hall in the capitol at 
Washington, as a symbol of peace between 
the opposing hosts, as represented by the 
statues of the opposing generals on both sides 
of the civil war.

Modern soda fountains are beautiful to 
look upon, but are not entirely sanitary to 


drink from. This is usually because the 
glasses, spoons, dishes and the like are 
used over and over again without bemg 
properly cleansed. 

To be sure, they are dipped in water each 
time they are used, but often the water has 
been used so much that it is really filthy 
and is contaminated by the saliva left on 
the glasses by maybe a dozen or so persons. 
And, furthermore, even if the water were 
clean, the rapid plunge in and out of it 
that the glasses receive is hardly sufficient 
to do much good from a sanitary standpoint. 

In a neighboring state, examinations were 
made of soda water glasses and spoons and 
diphtheria and pneumonia germs and other 
bacteria were found on quite a number of 
those examined—and those examinations were 
made, bear in mind, of glasses that had been 
“washed” and were on the rack ready to 
serve the next customers. 

Undoubtedly, hundreds of people drink 
from such glasses every day and experience 
no bad results, but on the other hand it can 
hardly be doubted that many people who fall 
prey to consumption, scarlet fever, pneu- 
monia, tonsilitis, diphtheria and the like, do 
so as a result of an infection they received 
at a soda fount. 

At some of the more up-to-date places 
paper cups are now used instead of glasses 
and are destroyed after being used once, and 
the ice cream is served in little thin wood- 
en trays that are likewise only used once. 

Such practices do a great deal toward cut- 
ting down the spread of disease, and so far 
as the proprietor is concerned, the probable 
increase in expense is offset by the increased 
patronage and good will of his patrons.

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The threatened shortage of coal in 
the water department of the city re- 
sulted Monday in the appointment by 


the city finance committee of a svecial 
committee composed of the mayor, 
James L. Mayson, city attorney, and 
the city purchasing agent, W. E. Cham- 
bers, with power to act. 

A letter has been written to J. L. 
Boyd, of the Tennessee and Southeast- 
ern Coal company, the company hold- 
ing the contract with the city, advising 
them that the city expects the com- 
pany to live up to their contract and 
make deliveries and stating that a fail- 
ure on the part of the company will 


mean the purchase of coal by the city 
at prevailing prices to be charged to 
the contractors. 

It is the claim of the coal company 
that the city has forfeited its contract 
because of the failure during the sum- 
mer to meet the payments due on same. 
In the opinion of the city attorney this 
is not the case. The payment was due 
at a time when the city was holding 
up all bills and making no payments 


of any kind. 

Manager Zode Smith, of the water 
department, states that though the 
company contracted for the delivery of 
ten loads of coal per week since Au- 
gust, they have delivered less than 
twenty carloads per month. The con- 
tract price with the company is $2.50 
per ton, operative until July of next 


year. 

J. L. Boyd, manager of the company 
at Knoxville, has written the city stat- 
ing that his company has been furnish- 
ing coal to the city as best they can 
due to car shortage and labor condi- 
tions at the mines. He states tnat if 
the city wants more coal they can get 
it from local dealers, naming the Proc- 
tor Coal company, eaid to be a subsid- 
iary of the Tennessee company, at $4.50 
per ton. 

Under the opinion of the city attor- 
ney, if the company fails to meet the 
terms of the letter the city has the 
right to buy coal in the open market 
and charge the price above the contract 
to the company. Mayor Woodward is 
indignant over the attitude of the com- 
pany and declares that he thinks the 
city is being discriminated against by 
the company.

KANGE IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON, 


’ 


New York, December 11.—One of the 
most sensational breaks in the history 
of the cotton market followed the pub- 
lication of the government’s crop esti- 
mate today. Inside of five minutes 
there was a decline of practically a cent 
a pound, and before the break was 
checked March contracts had sold at 
17.50, $8.10 per bale under the high 
point of the morning, and more than 
$19 a bale under the high records es- 
tablished just before Thanksgiving. A 
rally of about 60 points followed in 
the last half hour, with March closing 
at 18.11, and with the general list 
closing steady at a net decline of 79 
to 96 points. 

The market was extremely nervous 
and irregular before the report was 
published. There was some disposition 
to cover recent sales in advance of the 
estimate, which caused rallies from 
time to time during the morning, but 
every bulge seemed to meet long cot- 
ton and the selling was promoted by 
reports of advancing marine war risks 


and the easier Liverpool cables. After 
opening 12 to 19 points lower, prices 
rallied quite sharply on reports of rela- 
tively steady interior spot markets, 
with active month’ selling about 6 to 
10 points net higher. This advance car- 
ried January up to 18.88, March to 
19.12, and May to 19.33, but before the 
report was issued prices had worked 
some 26 to 30 points under last Satur- 
day night's closing figures, and follow- 
ing its publication January broke to 
17.40 and May to 17.80. For a time the 
selling, which came from all directions, 
appeared to be absolutely overwhelm- 
ing, but the worst of the liquidation 
subsided after the decline of 138 to 155 
points from Saturday’s closing figures, 
and trade interests were big buyers on 
the closing rally of about 55 to 65 
points from the lowest. The govern- 
ment’s crop estimate of 11,511,000 bales 
did not seem to be very much above 
the average of 20 private estimates 
published by various authorities in the 
trade of 11,400,000 bales. It seemed, 
however, that people who had hung on 
to long contracts during the recent de- 
cline in the hope that today’s official 
report would ‘stimulate another general 
buying movement were disappointed in 
the showing. 

Spot cotton, quiet; middling uplands, 
18.00: sales, 1,400 bales. : 
New Orleans Down 132-161 Points. 
New Orleans, December 11.—In one 
of the most exciting sessions and wid- 
est slumps ever noted on the exchange 
here, the price of cotton today was sent 
132 to 161 points, or $8 a bale, on the 
weakest months, under Saturday’s 
close, due to effects of the overn- 
ment’s forecast of the size of the 1916 
cotton crop, The estimate of 11,511,000 
bales as the total production was con- 
‘siderably above general expectations, 
and the January position sold down to 
16.65, which was 384 points below the 
highest prices of the season, made two 
weeks ago, or a loss of about $20 a 

bale, compared to the high figures. 

No fluctuations equalling today’s 
changes have been seen on this market 
in this season of heavy trading. A few 
minutes after the’figures were flashed 
from Washington prices began break- 
ing 10 to 26 points between trades.

‘WHEAT GLOSES WEAK 


UNDER UNCERTAINTY

» Stoppage of Export, Insur- 


ance Rate Crisis and Ger- 
man Complications Bring 
Prices Down—Other Com- 
modities Lose. 


Chicago, December 11.—Virtual stop- 
page of export buying of wheat and the 
fact that marine insurance rates on 
the Atlantic had been completely with- 
drawn proved a heavy burden today for 
holders of wheat, especially as the sub- 
marine issue with Germany seemed 
more acute.

Although at first bullish foreign ad- 
vices tended to lift the wheat market, 
& material sag took place when hopes 
of a better European demand began to 
dwindle. Scarcity of supplies in Great 
Britain and elsewhere gave only a tem- 
porary advantage to the bulls, and 
there was but little attention paid to 
reduced estimates of vield in Australia. 
Dry weather complaints from Kansas 
were likewise quickly dismissed, Mean- 
while an advance in marine insurance 
charges acted as a discouragement to 
buyers, and the bearish effect was soon 
emphasized through notices that offers 
of war risk rate on the Atlantic ocean 
had been altogether cancelled. It was 
about this juncture that word came 
from WasMington telling of views there 
that German submarine commanders 
had clearly violated the German agree- 
ment with the United States. 

A sharp falling off in the domestic 
visible supply total rallied the wheat 
market late in the session, but as in the 
case of the upturn in prices at the 
opening, the change was not of a last- 
ing sort. It was discovered that the 
Buffalo stocks afloat were not included 
in the total, and this circumstance, to- 


the ocean shipping situation, caused a 
new rush to ‘sell as the day reached 
an end. 

Announcement that railway embar- 
goes would halt shipments of corn to 
Baltimore put the corn market on the 
downgrade.. Previously the market was 
firm, in sympathy with a sharp advance 
in quotations in Great Britain, where 
consumption was said to be liberal.

That is 126,000 
bales less than forecast after the last 
condition report in October. > 

Indications at the beginning of the 
srowing season were that a crop of 
approximately 14,266,000 bales would 
be produced, but storms and insects 
Wrought havoc with the growing 
plants as the season progressed. The 
acreage planted Was the fourth larg- 
est on record. 

The average price per pound paid te 
Producers of cotton on Dece er 1 
was 19.6 cents. At that price the sea- 
son's crop is worth $1,079,351,616 ex- 
clusive of the value of linter cotton 
and seeds. 

Last vear 11,191,820 equivalent 5060- 
pound bales were grown, and during 
the five years, 1910 to 1914, the aver- 
age was 14,259,231 bales. The record 
crop was grown in 1914, when 16,184.- 
930 bales were produced.

Professor Sanford said Georgia left the 
conference only because many of the 
larger southern schools refused to join 
it and adhere to the one-year rule.
